2)  For  several  years,  in  cooperation  with  a 
county  Extension  agent.  Extension  Poultry  Science 
personnel  at  the  Pennsylvania  State  University 
have  conducted  informal  serviceman/producer 
workshops.  They  are  held  eight  times  a  year  in 
major  poultry  areas  In  the  State.  They  ask  a 
university  or  industry  person  to  discuss  a 
current  topic  of  interest  which  is  followed  by 
audience  participation.

FROM  THE  FEDERAL  REGISTER  1)  The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  is 

amending  the  animal  drug  regulations  to  reflect 
approval  of  a  supplemental  new  animal  drug 
application  (NADA),  filed  by  Merck,  Sharp,  and 
Dohme  Research  Laboratories,  to  make  a  complete 
feed  for  the  prevention  of  coccidiosis  (Eimeria 
colchici,  E.  duodenalis,  E.  phasiani)  in  growing 
pheasants .  The  supplemental  NADA  12-350  provides 
for  use  of  a  25  percent  (113.5  grams  per  pound) 
amp roli ura  premix  to  make  a  complete  pheasant  feed 
containing  0.0175  percent  (159  grams  per  ton) 
amp roli ura.  FDA  is  also  establishing  a  tolerance 
for  amp roli ura  residues  in  uncooked  edible 
pheasant  tissues.  Effective  date.  May  1,  1985.-

2)  The  FDA  is  amending  the  animal  drug 
regulations  to  reflect  approval  of  a  NADA  filed 
by  Smith-Kline  Animal  Health  Products,  providing 
for  the  use  of  a  virginiamycin  premix  with  an 
amproliura  plus  ethopabate  premix  to  manufacture 
.complete, broiler  chicken  feeds,  used  as  an  aid  in 
’the  prevention  of  coccidiosis  and  for  increased 
rate  of  weight  gain  and  improved  feed 
efficiency.
